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Supreme Court rules 


Government must pay for abortions 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The federal government, 
for at least the time being, must begin paying for all 
“medically necessary” abortions for women in 
programs such as Medicaid, the Supreme Court 
ordered Feb. 19. 


The court, acting on a request to further delay U.S. 
District Judge John F. Dooling’s landmark Jan. 15 
decision striking down Hyde amendment-style 
restrictions on abortion funding, accepted the 
Dooling decision for review but said that in the 
meantime the government must begin paying for 
medically necessary abortions. 


DOOLING HAD delayed implementation of his 
ruling for 30 days, and its implementation was 
further postponed Feb. 14 when Supreme Court 
Justice Thurgood Marshall granted a second delay 
so the full court could decide whether the delay 
should be continued indefinitely. 


The court vote ordering immediate enforcement 
of the Dooling decision was 6-3. Dissenting were 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and Justices William 
H.-Rehnquist and Lewis F. Powell Jr. 


THE ORDER will stay in effect until the court gives 
full consideration to the matter and rules on whether 
Hyde amendment-style abortion funding 
restrictions are constitutional or whether Dooling 
was correct in ruling such restrictions 
unconstitutional. 


Dooling, a federal judge in Brooklyn, N.Y., ruled 
that to restrict medically necessary abortions for 
women in programs such as Medicaid was 
unconstitutional because such restrictions interfere 
with her right to obtain an abortion if she so chooses. 


He said federal restrictions on abortion funding, 
such as the Hyde amendment, may interfere with a 
woman’s religious beliefs favoring aLortion, 


THE ORIGINAL Hyde amendment, passed in 1976 
and named for Rep. Henry Hyde (R-IIl.), restricted 
federal abortion funding to cases in which the life of 
the mother is in danger. 


Subsequent legislation has allowed abortion 
funding in cases of rape or incest or in cases where 
two physicians certify that severe and long-lasting 
physical health damage would occur if the 
pregnancy were carried to term. 


But Dooling said those definitions of medical 
necessity were too narrow. He defined medically 
necessary abortions as those “that are necessary in 
the professional judgment of the pregnant woman's 
attending physician, exercised in the light of all 
factors, physical, emotional, psychological, familial, 
and the woman’s age, relevant to the health-related 
well-being of the pregnant woman.” 


IN ACCEPTING the Dooling decision for a full 
review, the court combined it with an Illinois case 
already before it. In that case, a federal judge in 
Chicago ruled Hyde amendment-style restrictions 
on abortion funding unconstitutional, but did not 
order an end to enforcement of the restrictions. 


While the court has ruled on several abortion- 
related issues since its 1973 decision striking down 
most state abortion laws, it has never faced directly 
the question of whether congressional efforts to 
restrict abortion funding are constitutional. 


IN 1977, the court ruled that the Constitution does 
not require states to pay for abortion on demand, but 
it left unanswered the question of whether medically 
necessary abortions must be provided or how 
broadly medical necessity should be defined.

THEOLOGIANS IN BAY AREA—Two controversial

it was announced in Oakland.

CATHOLICS FREED—Six Catholics imprisoned in 
Czechoslovakia since Sept. 10, 1979, have been 
released without explanation, according to Keston 
College’s Center for the Study of Religion and 
Communism near London. 

BISHOPS ISSUE WARNING — The Honduran Catholic 
bishops warned the nation’s military government to hold 


“honest elections” in April or face “the escalation of* 


violence.” 


POPE PRAISED— Polish Communist Party Secretary 
Edward Gierek praised Pope John Paul II and called for 
improved church-state cooperation in an address at the 
party’s national congress in Warsaw. 


BOYCOTT ENDED—President Carter's decision that 
the United States should rejoin the International Labor 
Organization, a United Nations’ agency, was praised by 
two U.S. Catholic Conference officials. Bishop Thomas 
Kelly, USCC general secretary, and Msgr. George 
Higgins, USCC secretary for special concerns, said they 
were delighted that the president had decided to end a 
two-year boycott. 


MORTUARY REGULATIONS—An Arizona priest, 
whom funeral home directors once wanted removed 
from a state board controlling the funeral industry, has 
asked Congress to approve regulations protecting the 
public from unscrupulous businessmen. Msgr. Richard 
W: O’Keefe of Yuma, Ariz., urged backing of the Federal 
Trade Commission’s efforts to regulate funeral homes. 


' FETAL EXPERIMENTS—The Catholic bishops of 
Manitoba asked Manitoba’s Premier Sterling Lyon to 
investigate the abortion and fetal experimental practices 
conducted at the Winnipeg Health Sciences Center and 
to halt practices which tamper with human life. 


ABORTION LAWS TIGHTENED -—The British 
Parliament has voted to tighten the country’s liberal 
abortion law, cutting the time limit for abortions from the 
28th to the 24th week of pregnancy. 

TEST-TUBE BABY !I—The impending birth of 
Australia’s first test-tube baby has prompted a 
widespread moral and ethical debate in the country, 
Vatican Radio reported. > 


' NEUTRAL ON CENSUS—Bishop Thomas Kelly, ~ 


general secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference, has 
denied that the U.S. bishops took their neutral position 
on a request by the Census Bureau for church help in 
counting illegal immigrants because they were not 
guaranteed anything in return. The bishops were 
reluctant to offer aid to the bureau out of concern that 
information about illegal aliens might lead to the aliens’ 
arrest and deportation. é 


SURROGATE MOTHER — A Washington area woman’s 
well-publicized agreement to bear a child for a Delaware 
couple unable to have children has been strongly 
criticized by three Catholic scholars who said that 
artificial insemination raises serious questions about 
family structure and marital commitment in procreative 
acts. 


PRIEST KILLED IN UGANDA -— Father Wilfred Lepine, 
56, a White Father of Africa, was shot and killed in 
Kampala, Uganda, apparently by robbers who tried to 
steal his car, said a spokesman for the missionary order 
based in Toronto. Although the White Fathers have been 
in Uganda for more than 100 years, Father Lepine was 
the first killed there. 


LAITY IMPORTANT — Pope John Paul emphasized the 
importance of the laity in achieving “communion” in the 
Catholic’ Church in the Netherlands at his Sunday 
Angelus talk Feb. 17, stressing that the lay vocation 
“carries with it all the various possibilities” of service to 
the church. 


NEW LAICIZATION RULES — Pope John Paul may soon 
issue new rules governing laicizations, the dispensation 
of priests from their priestly vows, said church sources. 
The pope abruptly halted the processing of all pending 
cases last Easter, when he indicated that he would take a 
firm stand against most laicization requests. 

VATICAN MAIL ROBBED—Four men brandishing 
rifles and submachine guns held up a Vatican City mail 
truck Feb. 9 and robbed three sacks of mail. The robbery 
was believed to be the first of its kind at the Vatican.

Who supports priests’ needs?

SAN DIEGO—Priests have spent. many years of 
studying and spiritual formation to attend to the spiritual 
and, to some extent, the psychological and emotional 
needs of the people of God in their journey toward 
holiness. 

But who ministers to the needs of the priests? Who 
provides them with the holistic support they need-to carry 
on their tasks? 

IN THIS DIOCESE, Father Stephen Dunn, director of 
clergy education, coordinates programs, such as the 
Ministry to Priests program, and other activities to 
support priests. 

Father Dunn represents the diocese in The National 
Organization for Continuing Education of Roman 
Catholic Clergy (NOCERCC), which was organized about 
seven years ago to support, encourage, program for and 
evaluate programs for the spiritual and intellectual 
growth of priests in the United States. : 

The association is composed of clergy continuing 
education directors of 107 (arch)dioceses and 66 
religious provinces in the U.S. 

MANY OF THESE directors came to San Diego, Feb. 11- 
15 for the seventh annual convention of NOCERCC, a 
Chicago-based organization. 


In a Southern Cross interview, NOCERCC officials, 


Father Robert M. Schwartz of St. Paul-Minneapolis 
archdiocese, president, and Father James B. Dunning, 
executive director, said the organization’s focus is onthe 
training of clergy continuing education directors. 


“We take a good look at where the American priestis,” 
Father Schwartz said. “What he looks like — his personal, 
spiritual, academic and sociological life—is how we 
respond to him” through the continuing education 
directors. 


NOCERCC is helping priests to have a sense of 
themselves, he added, to help them feel comfortable as 
spiritual and skillful persons, Father Schwartz said. 


At the convention’s opening session, Father Schwartz 
told delegates that priests “need to know that they know 
about the problems of life and that they have the skills to 
deal with and help others to deal with those problems.” 


Father Schwartz told his fellow continuing education 
directors “we can help the priest know more who he is, 
what the Lord has called him to be, what the people want 
him to be and what he expects of himself.” 


The convention focused on the priest in 1980 to give 
continuing education directors an increased 
understanding of themselves as priests, an increased 
understanding of their fellow priests and an increased 
ability to respond to themselves and those they serve.

In some circles it is fashionable to speak 
of the Catholic press as a second-class 
branch of journalism, scarcely to be 
tolerated. Critics cite a variety of reasons: 
it's not professional enough; it uses 
outmoded techniques and methods; 
Catholic papers are “house organs,” that 
is, an extension of the Chancery; the 
reporting is not objective. 

Behind these barbs is a hidden 
resentment that the Catholic press has 
survived, is renewed, does its work with 
vigor born of its period of trials, and all in 
all is doing a creditable job. 


Not objective? Every night Walter 
Cronkite says: “That’s the way it is.” 
Complacent Americans believe indeed 
that is the way it is. Not at all. What it is is 
what CBS News shows us. (Read 
Halberstam’s “The Powers That Be.”) All 
secular media exercise their choice of 
what news to tell us. It’s always their view. 
The Catholic press, in the words of Pope 
John Paul Il, is called “to fulfill a special 
role of great dignity at the service of truth 


and charity.” It is that charity that gives it 


a unique Christian mark, a quality easily ~ 


disregarded by a few journals which put 
“Catholic” in their name but are not. 


The Catholic press does not have all the 


money it needs. Yet these magazines and 
papers are utilizing the new technologies, 
and employ talented reporters to search 
out new ways to present the Gospel 
message. (The NC News Service is 
investigating the possibilities of satellite 
communications, only to send out the 
story quickly and inexpensively.) 


House organs? Yes, if by that you mean 
an extension of the teaching message of 
the church. But if that means one-sided 
views, a cover-up, and unwillingness: to 
confront some unpleasantness in the 
affairs of men in order to “tell-the good 
news to every creature”—no. What the 
Catholic press does resist is any one- 
sidedness that comes from a rigid, 
unswerving position, right or left. It is 
willing to be surprised by the acts of 
humans in the Church,- often happily, 


journalism. It is sensationalism at its best. 
National Enquirer reporting if you will.

newsprint eat up so much of the 
subscription dollar that not enough is 
available to reward talent as it should be 
rewarded. Still, many journalists remain 
with the Catholic press from dedication 
and a conviction that what they do is 
important. And they are right. 


The fillers and quotes your pastor uses 
to fill up space in the Sunday bulletins are 
taken from Catholic magazines and 
journals. 

A Gallup Poll study made over a year ago 
reaffirms that the Catholic press is widely 
read by educated Catholics. It is for them 
the major source of information about the 
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The Tribune fell for the ploy. Getting 
advertising copy ona front page for $300 is 
a PR man’s coup. 
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faith. Recent popes continue to give their 
support to it, and see it as a:major source 
of Catholic renewal. - 


The trouble is that because the Catholic 


press does its job, it is taken for granted. 
Thus it still has to identify itself, defend 


itself, prove itself. That’s good. It never ~ 


takes for granted that Catholics are aware 
that they need it. Every new issue is 
another foray into the challenge of putting 
the New Wine of the Gospel into the new 
skins of contemporary culture. The 
Catholic press is never satisfied with last 
week’s or last month’s issue. Each new day 
brings another opportunity to restate the 
faith, apply it, examine it, or to relate it to 
the lasting needs of the family of faith it 
serves. :

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Looking back on my life, | recognize that 
a whole series of external religious 
practices— undertaken before | was old 
enough to think much about their 
meaning— shaped my early attitudes 
toward God, church, self, values and 
decisions in my life. 

For example, from the time | was old 
enough to understand anything, the 
coming of Lent involved a changed 
mood—a somberness, self-restraint, 
attention to religious observance that was 
deeper than in the rest of the year. 

At first it was giving up candy and 
movies, not because | saw what candy and 
movies had to do with Lent, but simply 
because most of the people | knew were 
giving up things at this time. 

THERE WAS NO way | could be unaware 
of Lent. The frequency of meatless 
spaghetti, salmon croquettes and 
scrambled eggs was an almost daily 
reminder. The sisters in the parochial 
school always came up with observances

Early in grade school, Lent involved 
short breaks before the first class to allow 
for brown bag breakfasts for those of us 
who wanted to receive communion each 
‘day at the school Mass.

WHAT DOES ALLE this external 
observance do to the attitudes, the values, 
the beginnings of faith in a young child? 


Apparently it does different things to 
different people. In recent years a number 
of Catholics, who grew up in the same 
atmosphere, have denounced this kind of 
conditioning which they came to see as an 
unfair pressure, a kind of brainwashing 
exercised on them before they were able

hardest question is a one word essay: 
“What adjective do you choose to best 
describe yourself?” It’s a tough question 


because it’s forcing her to examine her 


whole person, not just her personality or 
work habits. Of course, she would like me 
or her dad to choose an adjective for her, 
but that’s not authentic. The value of the 
question is her reflection on herself. 


It’s not a bad place to start in discussing 
family spirituality. I’m devoting all six of 
my Lenten columns to the subject and it’s 
logical to begin by examining our present 
shared spirituality. Sit together a half hour 
this first week of Lent and examine the 
level of spirituality in your home by asking 
each member to choose an adjective that 
best describes your family spirituality. 


TO GET THINGS STARTED, suggest a 
few (perfect, comfortable, missing, 
sufficient, juvenile) but then eliminate 
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Leokiirng for thee Lhe Father John Reedy, CSC 
A look back at the way we were 


to form their own judgments. 


They look back on the experience with 
bitterness and resentment. 


| DON'T. IF THE external observances 
remained at the childhood level of 
awareness, simply my.conformity to a set 
of cultural observances, there might be 


some basis for resentment. 


But as | grew older | found myself 
discovering and accepting a meaning and 
purpose for the external observances. It 
didn’t take long for me to realize that doing 
what | saw as right often involved difficulty 
and hardship, that some practices of self- 
restraint and voluntary acceptance of 
difficulties was helpful when | was 
confronted with more serious decisions. 


Nor did it take long to associate my 
acceptance of mortification with the 
church's deliberation of the suffering and 
death of Jesus. 


THERE WERE over-simplifications, 
vanity in endurance tests, some elements 


those as potential contributions...Don't 
rush the process. Allot at least five 
minutes to it and suggest that members 
begin with a list of five orten and eliminate 
them to find the word most accurately 
describing your family’s shared faith. 


Now, share the adjectives. (If children 
refuse to take this exercise seriously, don’t 
permit it. Ask them to leave so the rest of 
the family can discuss Lent seriously.) You 
may find unanimity of evaluation. 
Everyone might think it’s great or awful. On 
the other hand, you might discover great 
disparity, that you think your family’s 
Spirituality is arid while your children think 
it’s superfluous. 


Talk about the difference and discuss 
why you chose the adjective you did. You 
may find yourself comparing it to your own 
childhood family and that’s good. As 
parents, we need to examine that and it’s 
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of superstition. With¢ maturity and 
reflection, these distortions became 
pretty obvious; most were corrected. 


But my growing knowledge and 
experience of the Christian life was filling 
in, maturing basic attitudes and values 
which had been shaped at a very 
impressionable age. 


At that age, we are going to absorb some 
kind of attitudes and values whether they 
are deliberately programmed for us or not. 
We are going to develop. emotional 
attitudes about whether there are higher 
values than self-satisfaction, about how 
we look on frustrations and difficulties in 
life, about the effort called for in 
responding to the Father's gift of His Son. 


THIS IS NOT just an exercise in 
nostalgia. It’s a recognition that the 
Christian community, jf it is to be truly a 
community, needs appropriate customs, 
observances, folklore to reenforce and 
transmit its faith in forms other than 
words. é 


good for our children to hear us discuss our 
childhood spirituality. 


NEXT, TAKEFIVE minutes andchoosean 
adjective that you wish you could have 
chosen to describe your family spirituality 
(alive, none, etc.). This one might be 
harder, but remember, all action 
emanates from a philosophy, even 
inaction, which emanates from a lack of 


_Philosophy. In order to- truly examine 


ourselves, we have to ponder issues like, 
“What does family spirituality mean to us? 
Is it of high or low value? Do we really feel 
the need for it?” d 


Finally, talk about how your family can 
grow from the actual to the ideal in shared 
Spirituality. Can you begin the growth 
process in the next forty days called Lent? 
HoW? Put suggestions on the calendar and 
we'lltalk more about itnext week. 
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Watching a television program on a 
monastery in the Middle East from which 
monks even today, go off for years into the: 
desert in search of the self-knowledge and 
personal discipline that will lead them to 
experience God more intimately, | thought 
of the journeys Jesus made into the desert 
and the temptations that he encountered 
there. 


ALL SPIRITUAL ‘journeys are fraught 
with temptation but it occurred to me that 
perhaps those who are able to endure the 
solitary quest in geographical deserts may 
be the more fortunate ones. Most of us do 
not live in communities where the need for 
solitude and individual, deep experience 
of the spiritual are respected. For many of 
us the deserts through which.we wander 
and take up our abode are not silent, 
empty tracts where we, too, might grow 
silent and empty enough to hear God 
speak. 


Usually they are, perforce,- noisy, 
crowded stretches of barrenness filled 
with the clamor of people and demands, 
clashes of will, pressures to accomplish 
and struggles for identity. And every- 
where, pervasive and incessant, the 
raucity of electronic sound. But they are 
deserts all the same and in them we have 
to find the self-knowledge and experience 


of God without which we are incomplete 
human beings. 


FORTUNATELY, THERE is within each 
person, a deep, untouched place, an inner 


desert of contemplation awaiting the time ~ 


when we can retreat there and meet 
ourselves and God in silence and alone. 
But whatever desert we habitually inhabit, 
the temptations are there and they are the 
same as those the devil flaunted before 
Jesus. They are the same because they 
are the temptations of the human person. 


One way or another all human 
temptations devolve from our original 


~ sin—the desire to arrogate to ourselves 


powers that belong to God. Now, most of 
us will deny that! Our temptations are 
nothing like that! 


They run to things like anger or a 
malicious thought or remark; a selfish 
disregard for someone else’s opinion or 
feelings or needs. Maybe a reluctance to 
forgive or to demonstrate love—to 
“punish” someone! Or maybe to deny 
some of the church’s rulings and 
teachings now and again. 


BUT WHAT IS ANGER and the refusal to 
forgive or love but the desire to dominate 
and manipulate? What is malice but the 
urge to destroy and diminish? What is

selfishness but the ambition to be served 
first and above all? What is denial of what 
the church teaches but the rebellion of the 
arrogant and a bid for superiority? 


Our temptations are almost always to 
self-advancement and power over people 
and events. Always towards manipulation 
of others and manipulation of God. | 
remember talking to a woman about 
prayer and making the statement that 
prayer does not change God’s mind. She 


looked at me in astonishment. “But, then,. 


what's the use of prayer?” she asked. If we 
cannot be reasonably sure that God will do 
our will, why pray? 


There are many ways in which we try to 
rianipulate God to do our will. For 
instance, we strike bargains. “If you do this 
| will do that.” And, of course, silence from 
him always means consent! Then again we 
may pray passionately for some specific 
thing— however trivial or unwise—and 
rail against him when we don’t get it. 


THEN THERE ARE those attempts to 
“con” God into cooperation by praying 
with every. appearance and expression of 
sincerity and obedience but no faith in our 
hearts that our prayers will be heard. This 
is the “Missouri” mentality—prove it to 
me first, then I’ll-believe! All too often the 
tenor of our human relationships is 


echoed in our relationship with God. “If 
you're good.to me, and give me what | 
want, I'll love you. If not, forget it.” 


If we habitually try to manipulate the 
people with whom we associate and 
influence them to serve us by promise and 
threat, our approach to God will reflect 


this. If we claim powers that are-not - 


legitimately ours and misuse them in the 
daily encounters of our lives, we will try the 
same thing with him. 


The temptations we face every day are 
not dramatic or cosmic in proportion. 
No.one is likely to ask us to jump off a cliff 
in the hope that angels will bear us up! No 
one is likely to offer us a kingdom if we only 
worship evil. But in our own small ways we 
do demand that God prove himself to us 
and we seldom scruple over accepting a 
little evil— an idol here and there— in the 
interests of making our way in the world. 


THAT IS WHY WE need to remember 
that inner desert that lies awaiting our 
presence and take time from the 
cacophonus race of life to enter there and 
try to see beyond where we are, and learn 
the face of the ancient adversary so that 
we may recognize his likeness. And 
hopefully, too, ‘in that quiet, seldom 
habitated place, we may find a tenant and 
know that he is God.

Background of Lenten season 


Q: What is the background of the Lenten 
season? 


A: The thrust of Lent is threefold: the 
preparation of catechumens for their 
baptism; a time of penance of sinners so 
that they can take a full part in the Easter 
celebration; and an occasion for the 
faithful to renew their spiritual lives. 


The liturgical development of this 
season during the first six centuries is 
complicated and a bit confusing; Josef 
Jungmann seems to have the clearest 
explanation which goes this way: 


Originally, the sacred ‘‘triduum” 
comprised Good Friday, Holy Saturday, 
and Easter Sunday: this was the Easter 
feast. (Only later did the “triduum” come 
to mean Holy Thursday, Good Friday and 
Holy Saturday.) 


IN PREPARATION for this event, and for 
the motives mentioned above, it was seen 
to be Scripturally fitting that 40 days would 
be appropriate (in imitation of the Lord's 
AO days’ fast, the 40 days of Moses on the 
mountain, Elias wandering in the desert 
for 40 days, etc.). 


Therefore, counting backwards from 
Holy Thursday, and including Sundays, 


First Sunday in Lent; Feb. 24, 1980. 
Deuteronomy 26:4-10; Romans 10:8-13; 
Luke 4:1-13. 


All three readings for this first Lenten 
Sunday are rich in meaning for the 
believer. The temptation account, in 
Luke’s Gospel, is, of course, the most 
readily applicable to the season. Jesus’ 
fasting and subsequent victory over evil 
are intended both to remind and to enable 
us to follow His example. Let’s reflect on 
that account for a moment. 


That Jesus was tempted, and tempted 


severely, tells us that temptation to evil is - 


-one of the most radical elements of 
human nature. 


THE WORD OF GOD took on human 
flesh precisely so that He could 
experience the deepest realities that we 
experience. And to be human is to be 
tempted. 


The author of Hebrews says that it was 
just because He was tempted that Jesus 


unday Reading 


the first day of Lent would be what we call 
the First Sunday of Lent (not Ash 
Wednesday!). Gradually, however, fasting 
became an integral part of this penitential 
season— and since Sunday was never a 
fast day this meant that there were only 34 
days when the faithful could fast. To get 40 
fasting days, then, it was necessary to start 
on what we call Ash Wednesday and 
include Good Friday and Holy Saturday. 


WITH REGARD to the current regula- 
tions for the Lenten fast, these will be 
published in the Southern Cross in a 
couple of weeks; each bishop makes the . 
final determination for his diocese. 


Q: What is the meaning of the ashes we 
receive at the beginning of Lent? 


A: There are several Old Testament 
references to the liturgical use of ashes. In 
the book of Judith, we read that “all the 
Israelite men, women and children who 
lived in Jerusalem prostrated themselves 
in front of the temple building, with ashes 
strewn on their foreheads” and “with 
ashes upon their turbans, they (the altar 
attendants) cried to the Lord with all their 
strength to look with favor on the whole 
house of Israel” (Judith: chapter 4). 


Further on, in the book of Esther, it is 


“is able to help those who are tempted” 
(2:18). In fact, “he had to become like his 
brothers in every way, that he might be a 
merciful and faithful high priest before 
God on their behalf’ (2:17). That is 
comforting! True, Jesus held out against 
evil, but He knows what we are going 
through. That is why He can be merciful. 


TEMPTATION IS the measure of human 
freedom. That we can be tempted means 
that we can make a decision. We can say 
yes or no. Only the slave acts out of 
necessity. The free person has a choice. If 
there were no choice, there would be no 
responsibility. No wonder Jesus had to 
undergo temptation. 


No wonder, too, that Luke makes the 
temptation account so dramatic. Twice in 
the opening verse he mentions the Spirit. 
Jesus was “full of the Holy Spirit” and He 
was “conducted by the Spirit into the 
desert...” 


He is saying that the coming struggle 
was to be one of cosmic proportions, the 
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written that “Queen Esther, seized with 
mortal anguish, likewise had recourse to 
the Lord. Taking off her splendid 
garments, she put on garments of distress 
and mourning: In place of her precious 
ointments she covered her head with dirt 
and ashes” (chapter 4). 


In those days, then, it may be said that 
sackcloth and ashes were the traditional 
signs of penitence and means of 
satisfaction as well as the accompaniment 
of the most earnest prayer. 


This symbolism continued into the early 
Christian Church. During the days of 
public penance, the penitents sometimes 
sprinkled ashes on their heads or received 
a sackcloth garment which had been 
sprinkled with ashes. 


In the 10th and 11th centuries 
Christians came to church on the 
Wednesday before the first Sunday of Lent 
to have blessed ashes (made of the palm 
branches of the previous year) put on their 
foreheads. Before 1970 the rite took place 

-before Mass but now it is placed after the 
liturgy of the Word. 


Q: I have heard some prayer called the 
Serenity Prayer. Can you tell me what it is?

power of good against the power of evil. 


ALSO, THE THREE replies of Jesus to 
the three temptations of the devil provide 
another key to the wider dimensions of the 
struggle. All three responses are from the 
book of Deuteronomy and refer to 
commands directed by God to Israel 
during the wandering in the desert. What 
is more, they are commands that she 
failed to heed during that experience. 


Jesus did heed them. He is, then, the 
true Israel, the One who we can 
confidently believe has been chosen by 
the Father to move into the true promised 
land. And we, part of that people of God, 
move with Him. Where He goes, we go. He 
cannot desert us; we belong to Him. 

Now, perhaps, we- understand the 
reason for the first reading. It is from the 
same book that recorded the three 
commands made to Israel. Here it records 
the exodus of God's people from Egypt and 
the entrance into the promised land. 


IT IS THE STORY of the movement of a

And itis _ 
all done by the “strong hand and 
outstretched arm of God.” 


That is exactly what Jesus does for us by 
His victory over the tempter. He moves us 
from the reign. of sin into the freedom of 
the children of God. His “strong hand and 
outstretched arm” against the tempter 
says how much He loves us and wants us 
to be free. 


Every time, then, that we are tempted — 
to lose our patience, to ignore another in 
need, to judge on the basis of color or race, 
to envy or covet or hate—we must 
remember the pioneer of our salvation 
(Hebrews 2:10). “For we do not have a high 
priest who is unable to sympathize with 
our weakness, but one who was tempted in 
every way that we are, yet never sinned” 
(Hebrews 4:15). 

IT IS QUITE understandable then how 
St. Paul, in the second reading, can speak 
of Jesus as the Lord who is “rich in mercy 
toward all who call upon him.”

Bishops support registration, 
oppose drafting of women 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
While restating opposition 
to a peacetime draft, the 
U.S. Catholic bishops have 
indicated that they support 
President Carter's decision 
to begin draft registration. 


But the bishops, in a 
statement released Feb. 15 
by the Administrative 
Board of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, also said they 
opposed the registration 
and drafting of women. 


The statement was ap- 
proved by the Administra- 
tive Board at a Feb. 12-14 
meeting in Washington. 
The board consists of 46 
bishops chosen by their 
peers to represent the 
USCC between the bishops’ 
semi-annual general meet- 
ings. 

The president said Feb. 8 
that women should be 
included in the registration. 


Vatican not involved in hostage talks 


VATICAN CITY. (NC)— 
After meeting with a top 
Vatican official, lranian 
Foreign Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh said the Vati- 
can was not involved in 

efforts to free American 
~ hostages. 


Ghotbzadeh met for 
nearly an hour Feb. 15 with 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 

_ papal secretary of state, at 
the Vatican. : 


GHOTBZADEH later de- 
scribed the talks as “satis- 
factory” and said, “We 
spoke of the Iranian 
revolution and the force of 
religion in the world.” 


When asked about a 
Vatican role in the hostage 
situation, he said: “It is not 
involved in any mediation.” 


The Vatican released no 
information about the 
content of the meeting, but 
sources at the Vatican said 
Cardinal Casaroli raised the 
question of the fate of the 
American hostages’ who 
have been held since Nov. 4 
at the U.S. embassy in 
Teheran, Iran.

ABSENT FROM the meet- 
ing was Archbishop Hilar- 
ion Capucci, who had 
visited Teheran a week 
earlier without Vatican 
authorization.

Ghotbzadeh during-part of 


his visit to Rome. 


Msgr. John G. Nolan, the 
American-born — president 
of the Pontifical Mission for 
Palestine, went to Teheran 
at about the same time as 
Archbishop Capucci, but 
independently of the 
Melkite-Rite clergyman: 


Msgr. Nolan, who had an 
audience with Pope John 


Paul II on Feb. 14, said his 
trip was authorized by the 
Vatican. A Vatican spokes- 
man said Archbishop 
Capucci’s trip was un- 
authorized by the Vatican. 

Ghotbzadeh_ described 
Archbishop Capucci as a 
friend of Iran who had 
“shown a certain vigor and 
independence and strength 
of spirit.”

In letter to young people 
Injustice fostered by ‘looking 
after number one,’ say bishops 


TORONTO (NC)— Social 
justice, honesty and human 
sexuality are the overriding 
congerns addressed by the 
Catholic bishops of Ontario 
in their 2,000-word “Letter 
to Our Youth.” 


About 145,000 copies of 
the pastoral letter are 
currently being distributed 
throughout the province. 


The bishops criticize the 
trend to “look after number 
one,” saying it encourages 
Abencnca: 

“INSTEAD OF trying to 
‘have more,’ why can’t we 
‘be more’?” ‘they ask. 


“Sins of injustice of 
whatever kind—be they 
low wages, denial of basic 
human freedoms, exploita- 
tion of others, . political 
corruption, the rip-off 
mentality, and so much 
else—are serious failures 
in our response to Christ.” 


Regarding human sexu- > 


ality, the letter states that 
premarital - sex, adultery, 
refusal to control homo- 
sexual tendencies, mar- 
riages contrary to church 
laws and artificial contra- 
ception are wrong. : 
THEY ARE SINS because 
they are “rejections of the 
teachings of God and his 
church,” it says.

masturbation and drug and 
alcohol abuse are also 
wrong because they detract 
from the person’s human- 
ity, the letter says. 


The bishops say they are 
not condemning “people 
caught up in such situa- 
tions” but urging them to 
accept Christ’s way with all 
the self-discipline and self- 
sacrifice required. 


“TRUE INTIMACY comes 
from commitment in love — 
not in mere sex as a 
shortcut—to Christ, to 
family, to friends, in service 
to our brothers and sisters,” 
they add. 


The letter also stresses 
the need for honesty. The 
bishops criticize expres- 
sions as “don’t get caught” 


and “see if you can get away 
with it,” saying these are not 
the attitudes of Christ. 


“Christ calls each one of 
us to integrity, to honesty, to 
real fidelity to him, to 
ourselves and to others, to 
all that is truly human,” the 
bishops say. 


“WHY NOT get caught 
being honest, get caught 
being a man or woman of 
integrity, get caught being a 
disciple of Christ?” they 
ask. . 


The letter is addressed 
specifically to youth to give 
them “the guidance they

Book review 


FRAGMENTS OF MY LIFE by Catherine de 
Hueck Doherty. Ave Maria Press, Notre 
Dame, IN 46556. 206p. $3.95pb. 


If | had to vote on the Catholic 
Laywoman of the Century, my loyalties 
would be divided between Dorothy Day 
and the Baroness Catherine de Hueck 
Doherty. Studying this autobiographical 
essay only confirms my belief. 


The Baroness was born of an 
ari tocratic Russian family just as this 
century began. As she looks back on her 
early years they have the charm of a 
different world. The servants, the 
luxur.ous travel, the lavish homes belong 
to a different age, a different culture. 


By the time she was 10 years old, she 
was fluer.t in seven languages and had 
lived in Egypt, Palestine, France, Greece 
and several parts of Russia. She married 
the Baron de Hueck during World War | 
and shared the terrors of the Bolshevik 
Revolution with him. 


Her understa.2d account of how they 
were treated in ‘heir ancestral estates 
after the Communist 5 took over is painft | 
to the point of being almost incredible. 
Except that they happened! The escape to 
Toronto, Canada, reads like a Hollywood 
script, but it is also the truth. 


When they arrived in Toronto they 
determined that they would shed their

Russian past and adopt their new land. 
They even changed their names to Hook. 
The Canadians took them to heart and 
insisted that the Baron and Baroness be 
celebrities. 


What the Baroness had experienced in 
the Russian Revolution convinced her that 
the poor needed. special attention from 
dedicated ‘Christians. During the boom 
decade of the 1920s, she noticed that the 
poor were only becoming poorer. Then the 
Great Depression struck and the plight of 
the poor became desperate. 


The Baroness founded the Madonna 
House Apostolate to bring practical 
Christian charity to the poor. She 
dedicated her life to the evangelical 
counsels of poverty, chastity and 
obedience and to the practical social 
works of mercy. She inspired countless 
numbers of people, especially the young, 
to undertake this same rule. 


The rest of her life reads like the story of 
a modern St. Francis of Assisi. The 
triumph and the toil, the successes and 
the failures are all recorded in this short 
book, big as life itself. 


It’s a pleasure to recommend this book 
with all its heroic challenge and human 
achievement. How pleasant it is to see 
that, with God’s grace, truth is stranger 
than fiction.
